REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3 
are allowed as the prior art does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention. Claims 
1 and 2 teach a method and apparatus for a data library. The distinguishing elements of 
the claims teach a magazine having a plurality of recording medium cassette storage 
positions linearly arranged in a longitudinal direction, the data library device picking up a 
target recording medium cassette from the magazine and setting the target recording 
medium cassette into a drive, detecting insertion of the magazine into the data library 
device casing and starting suction of the magazine toward a deep end of the data library 
device casing; reading an identification code recorded on the recording medium 
cassette at a timing when the cassette passes a read area of a read device arranged on 
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the data library device casing, and storing the identification code in correspondence with 
the storage position; and transferring the recording medium cassette between the 
magazine and the drive according to the stored data. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
